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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following Office Action is based on the amendment filed on June 23, 201 0, 
having claims 1-4. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, filed June 23, 2010, with respect to claims 1-4 have been 
fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-4 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-4 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

For claims 1-4, the prior art fails to teach or render obvious a combination of: 
setting restrictions of speed properties for the at least two shaping groups, 
defining an earliest permitted moment, at which a packet can be forwarded by 
the multiplexer, as a greatest value of Valid Time to Send -values of the at least two 
shaping groups to which a traffic flow represented by the packet to be forwarded 
belongs, and 

as a result of forwarding the packet, updating the Valid Time to Send values of 
the same shaping groups to which the forwarded packet belongs, a Valid Time to Send 
value of each shaping group expressing an earliest permitted moment at which a packet 
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belonging to that shaping group can be forwarded without breaking restrictions of speed 
properties of that shaping group 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
